AViiterliuiuse's Index CTeneruiii Avium, eomprisino- a li.st 
of the o*enerie and subgeneric terms proposed in the class Aves from 
the time of Linmeus down to the summer of is a work of much 

value to the systematic ornithologist, and one of unusual accuracy — 
every reference, with a half dozen exceptions, havingvbeen veritied liy 
its author. 

The continued activity of workers in this branch of zoology during 
the past decade, both in the introduction of new names and the resur- 
rection of old and forgotten ones, has rendered necessary the publi- 
cation of a supplementary list. In compiling such a list the present 
writer has made use of a card catalogue ‘ now in cour.se of preparation 
in the Division of Birds of the Fnited States National ^Inseum. which 
contains references to most of the genera and species desci-ibed in 
recent years, as well as to many of earlier date. 

Out of about t)T5 names enumerated in the following pages 475 have 
been instituted as new since the appearance of the Index: the remainder 
consist of terms overlooked by Waterhouse, or used l)v him either 
without proper citation or as homonyms of other genera (e. g.. 

No etfort has been made to swell the list of names omitted in the Index, 
but the fact that nearly two hundred names' here given were used 

^This card catalogue was liegim in 1889 and has lieen carried along more or less 
actively since 1893. It now contains over twenty tliousan<l entries, and is inleiided 
eventually to contain a reference to every described avian genus and si>ecies, includ- 
ing both living and fossil forms. In the case of s{>ecies the type locality, collector, 
date, sex, and location of the type specimen are given; on generic cards are indicated 
the class of data followed in the ensuing list.

The family in which each o-emis belonoN is indicated, and, 
it is believed, the differentiation of fossil o-enera (l)v means of a f) 
will also prove of value. To facilitate the hudini** of g-enera in any 
particidai* family a list of genera arranged alphabetically under fami- 
lies has been appended.
